Indian officer in Korea said today 
that Indian troops would not at­ 
tempt to halt a mass breakout of 
anti-Communist w ar prisoners be­ 
cause of the “ terrible slaughter” 
that would follow.

Death Of Ohio 
GI Being Probed 
BALTIMORE, Md. <P-Police to­ 
day are investigating the death of 
Edward J. Armstrong, discharged 
24-year-old Air Force sergeant of 
Warren.

Alan Montz, Western Re­ 
serve University pathologist, and 
Dr. Samuel R. Gerber,

County coroner, delved into the 
facts. The two, acting as a team, 


death, the body should have been 
grotesquely contorted in a state of 
rigor mortis, Dr. Moritz said. Chief 
Westbay said the body was not in 
this condition.

In Research 


Street Cleanup Crews Warned 
Against 'Private7 Deals Here 


Scientific Studies 
Being Taken Over 
W ith Government 
Aid

NEW YORK WPI — Private in­ 
dustry is fast taking over in a field 
once the all but exclusive property 
of the colleges and governmental 
agencies—the 
field 
of 
scientific 
research. 
The government still puts up a 
little more than half of the money. 
But two - thirds of the scientific 
probing into the unknown or little 
known is now being carried on in 
facilities owned 
or operated 
by 
private industry, the Institute of 
Life Insurance points out today. 
From industrial sources comes 
the 
further 
indication 
corporate 
plans call for private business to 
put up even more money in the 
years just ahead. 
Industry 
is 
expected 
soon 
t o ! 
overtake government in the vol­ 
ume of money spent. The govern­ 
ment will probably continue to be j 
the 
heavy 
spender 
in 
research 
touching the many problems of n a -1 
tional defense. But private indus- 
t try is becoming increasingly in­ 
terested in developing new prod­ 
ucts as it moves into competitive j 
markets. 
And 
as 
colleges 
and 
govern­ 
mental agencies trim their budgets 
for basic research, private indus­ 
try is increasing the amount of J 
money it puts into this type. Basic 
research goes after fundamental 
information 
without 
immediate 
thought to what practical use it 
♦"'may later be put, if any. (Thus, I 
basic research taught man how to 
split the atom; later came the A- 
bomb; and in the future lies in­ 
dustrial 
power 
production 
from 
atomic energy.) 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
and the D epartment of Defense, in 
a survey 
of 
research 
being 
fi­ 
nanced 
by private industry, re ­ 
ports the oil industry is paying 97 
cents of its research dollar and the 
* government only three cents, al­ 
though much of research contri­ 
butes to national defense. 
The chemistry industry pays 93 
cents of its research doll ar out of 
its own pocket; the food industry 
96 cents; auto industry 91 cents; 
and the prim ary metal industries 
90 cents. 
Where defense needs have taken 
the major share of an industry’s 
J i m e , the governm ent’s money con­ 
tr ib u tio n is much higher. The air­ 
craft industry, for example, pays 
only 15 per cent of the total cost 
of its restarch. 
Electrical 
machinery and 
the 
professional and scientific instru­ 
ment industries get more than half 
of their search money from the 
government. Most of it goes for 
perfecting defense items. 
Industry’s interest in basic re­ 
search doubtless has been spurred 
^T>y the knowledge that some of the

SALES TAX 
TH E R E HAVE BEEN NO important re­ 
ductions in state sales tax revenues. The 
m ost lucrative source of taxes in 32 states 
keeps right on performing. Three states 
rack up from $20 to $35 per capita annually 
from «it. The take has increased e a c h 
y e ar since World War II. 
Revenue from this tax depends upon the 
general income of the people—their buying 
power. A few soft spots are developing. 
Overtime pay is being reduced by indus­ 
tries. Where employment shrinks, as in the 
automobile industry, working wives a r e 
being laid off first, diminishing the in­ 
com es of families with two workers. 
F a r m income is down five or six p e r 
cent, and in some areas income from wheat 
and cattle is down considerably because of 
drought. This could develop into an impor­ 
ta n t shrinkage of buying power. 
The country seems to be swinging along ‘ 
now on momentum. F a rm e rs and factory 
w orkers have accumulated savings and the 
buying habit dies slowly. But if soft spots 
in incomes continue indefinitely they will 
be reflected in diminishing sales tax reve­ 
nues. In t!?at case states which are pre­ 
ponderantly dependent upon the sales tax 
w ill be compelled to revise g r a n d i o s e 
schem es for spending. 
But to date sales tax receipts confirm the 
predictions of economics who see contin­ 
ued prosperity that will be affected only 
slightly by a return of buyers’ markets in 
some lines. 


SIX HOURS TO LIVE? 
SINCE THE H-BOMB loomed on the 
Russian horizon, civic defense authorities 
have been revising their thinking concern­ 
ing seeurt} of the nation against possible 
attack by air. Improvements in ra d a r de­ 
tection facilities promise up to six hours’ 
w arning of the approach of hostile bomb­ 
ing planes. 
Thus target cities would have that m uch 
tim e, or less, to do something in behalf of 
the millions of people placed in jeopardy. 
The fear is that an attempt at mass evac­ 
uation would result. I t might be possible, 
if the plan had previously been organized 
to evacuate a city such as this in t h a t 
length of time. But it does not sound easy ! 
to the average citizen who has had experi­ 
ence with peacetime traffic jams. 
The result would be virtually the entire 
population perched rn the open instead of 
seeking safety in the shelter of their own 
basem ents. 
W ar in the future will not be fought with 
traditional weapons of the past or under 
rules more or less adhered to in other con- j 
flicts Then there were no super weapons I 
capable of destroying great cities and their 
populations. 
Now modern man is vulnerable to attack, 
with only a few hours to get ready for it. 


There com es a time with all people when 
they weary of the incessant discussion of 
the same things, the same ideas, the sam e 
names. They find the yaK-yak of politics 
deafening and no longer impressive. They 
refuse to be frightened by those who view 
w ith alarm ; they are no longer overjoyed 


by those who see only a roseate prospect. 
They want to tend to their own little af­ 
fairs which, if they are pleasant, add to the 
joy of living; if they are sad and tragic, 
are within the bosom of the family. 
This seems to be such a time. There is 
less fighting anywhere on E arth than we 
have become accustomed to. The fear of 
losing sons is, for the moment, over. You 
lo o k at the agenda of the General Assem ­ 
bly of the United Nations: it is the sam e as 
last y e a r’s and as the year before that. 
The same subject. The sam e speeches. 
So, we are still discussing the subject of 
the Korean truce. For 25 months it was dis­ 
cussed at Panmunjom; now it is being dis­ 
cussed at the United Nations; soon it might 
be discussed at some conference. M o s t 
people turn from the whole subject and 
wonder whether they might not just as 
well wait until something conclusive hap­ 
pens. 
Who is right? The Mongols marched un­ 
der the banners of Genghis Kahn but they 
did not know that they were the pawns of 
history. They marched; they killed; 
they 
conquered: they died. 
They never knew why. But we are sup­ 
posed to be literate, lf not educated. \^e 
should be able to understand what we are 
about We have a government of our own 
choice, responsible to us. 
We are in control of our own money, or 
we believe that we are. We vote at elections 
over high principles and great issues. 
Yet, we are often m astered by the course 
of events and unless the pressure is too 
great upon us, we seek to escape the con­ 
sequences of the pressures. We escape in 
pleasures: sometimes we even try to es­ 
cape in ignorance—in an avoidance of the 
facts, in an acceptance of what we hope 
m ay be true, of what we desire should be 
true. 
We call that wishful thinking, but it is 
something more serious than that. It is an 
istinctive reaction to what cannot be un­ 
derstood because much of it does not make 
sense. 
A people, like the Americans, who have 
developed a great civilization by the use 
of common sense, find it hard to believe 
that what does not make sense is true. For 
instance, every American knows that the 
United States does not want to conquer any 
country on Earth; then why should Russia 
want to harm the United States? It sounds 
unbelievable. 
And the same thing is true about most of 
the great issues that race our country. Why 
should the British or the French be antag­ 
onistic to us when we have done so much 
for them? 
Many Americans simply will not believe 
that it is true until something happens to 
excite them But soon our people subside 
and turn to what is more pleasant to think 
and talk about. We are a cheerful people.

rail concern. 
Renewed support for the drive 
to expand the city, and for the 
cu rren t annexation 
program 
in 
particular, was given in a state­ 
m ent by Charles R. Warren, gen­ 
eral industrial commissioner of I 
the C and O. 
The 
formal 
an- 
I 
nouncement followed on the heels 
of a telephoned m e s s a g e 
in 
which Warren predicted another 
period of “ major industrial ex- I 
pansion” is already certain f o r 
this city. 


Reference to the new “ industrial 
expansion’’ could not be elaborat­ 
ed, Warren explained, at this time. 
He did say, however, that it would 
be launched by a firm other than 
the C and 0 . 
W arren's latest statement on the 
overall status of local expansion ef- j 
forts made it clear the railroad is 
standing firm 
on its agreement 
with Circleville community leaders, j 
The C and O has promised to bring 
“ several new industries' here 
if I 
adequate housing can be assured 
for the workers. 


T H E O FF E R traced great pros­ 
pects on the local business horizon, 
already bright by
